Hijackers Due Trial?

Organization source in Cairo said today that 
Tunisia will hand over to the PLO for trial the 
four gunmen who hijacked a British airliner 
and killed a West German passenger. 


If a trial takes place it would be the first 


guerrilla tribunal for hijackers. Palestinian 
terrorists have been handed over to the PLO 
in the past, but never have come to trial. 


Saturn Next Target 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (AP) — With 


Pioneer 11's conquest of Jupiter over, 
scientists today planned for its next desti- 
nation: a two-billion-mile giant leap for a 
peek at Saturn. 


"If the power holds up, I have no doubt that 


Pioneer 11 will be alive and working well at 
Saturn in 1979," said Dr. John Wolfe, National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration's 
Pioneer project scientist. 


Scientists huddled here at NASA's Ames 


Research Center which controls the Pioneer 
spacecraft to discuss possible approach 
courses. They want one that would allow the 
nuclear powered, unmanned vehicle to collect 
the most information while at the same time 
avoiding flying meteoroids in Saturn's 
strange rings, phenonema which have baffled 
man. 


While they met, Pioneer 11 sent Earth- 


bound scientists more information about 
Jupiter. Its telescope painted the planet as a 
receding, orange and white striped basketball 
as the spacecraft departed from the north 
pole. 


Joint Exercise Planned 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


Engineers at the Johnson Space Center here 
today plan to conduct a joint spacecraft 
tracking practice with the Soviet Union, using 
the Russian Soyuz 16 as the target craft. 


The exercise is a warm up for the launch 


next summer of the joint U.S.-Soviet mission 
called Apollo Soyuz Test Project. 


Engineers here have been tracking Soyuz 


16, a manned Russian craft orbiting the earth, 
since Monday. Starting today, the tracking 
data will be taken here and compared with 
similar data gathered by Soviet space 
stations monitoring the spacecraft. 


Ford, Trudeau Talking 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The first meeting 


between President Ford and Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau is being held in an 
atmosphere touched with a growing edginess. 


The two hours set aside for the meeting 


today is part of a private visit by Trudeau that 
Canadian diplomats say is not "issue 
oriented." 


Crew Wasn't Alarmed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The crew of the 


Trans World Airlines jet that crashed near 
Washington Sunday, killing all 92 aboard, 
displr jd no alarm or any indication they felt 
they were in danger in the minutes before the 
pi, ae smashed into a mountain, the chairman 
of the National Transportation Safety Board 
said today. 


Chairman John H. Reed said the crew was 


acting professionally and there was no ex- 
traneous conversation in the final minutes 
before the crash. 


"Preliminary indications are that there 


was no indication of alarm in the cockpit," he 
said in a telephone interview. "I've only 
heard the tape (the cockpit voice recorder 
tape that records the comments of the crew) 
once but we are getting an excellent 
readout." 


Reed said the plane was in level flight when 


it slammed into the top of Mt. Weather, about 
20 miles west of Dulles International Airport.

Sky Doubleheader 


Coming Dec. 13 


NEW YORK (AP) - Friday 


the 13th this month will be a 
good day for sky watchers: a 
partial solar eclipse for most of 
North America in the morning 
and a meteor shower that 
night. 


For the United States, the 


eclipse will be most extensive 
in the Northeast, 60 to 70 per 
cent. The effect will diminish to 
the south and west, to 19 per 
cent at Los Angeles at sunrise. 


After sunset that night, the 


sky should be lit up with 
"shooting" or "falling stars" — 
particles of matter burning up 
as they enter the earth's atmos- 
phere. 


Called the "Geminids," the 


meteors, radiating from the 
constellation Gemini, will in- 
crease in intensity during the 
night. They will reach a peak 
in early morning hours Satur- 
day, with perhaps as many as 
80 visible an hour. The average 
should be 50 an hour. 


The eclipse, which begins in 


New York City at 9:25 a.m. 
EST, will be visible in North 
America except in the North- 
west, the north coast of South 
America, southern. Greenland, 
the north Atlantic Ocean, south- 
west Ireland, western Iberia 
and a small portion of the coast 
of northwest Africa. 


No area on earth will see a 


total eclipse. Maximum cov- 
erage, 83 per cent, occurs at 
Pangnirtung, 
Baffin 
Island, 


Canada. 


The eclipse will be visible $.or 


about three hours at locations 
of maximum duration, such as 
Boston, New York, Miami, 
Cleveland, and Chicago. 


Extent of coverage at mid- 


point will be Boston 67 per 
cent, New York 65, Miami 37, 
Chicago 61, St. Louis 54, Hous- 
ton 32, Denver 43, Butte 48, 
Tucson 22, Seattle 43 and Los 
Angeles 19.

Despite the 
objections of 


several local builders, Cor- 
sicana's City Commissioners 
approved on second reading, 
and thus made law, an or- 
dinance providing regulations 
for 
development and 
con- 


struction within flood hazard 
areas. 


The builders, led by Ron 


Butler and Ed Holmes, argued 
against the minimum 
floor 


elevation in flood prone areas 
set by the ordinance for over 
two hours before the com- 
mission acted to approve the 
ordinance 
with 
some 


modifications. 


The ordinance will read that 


the floor elevation of homes 
within a flood prone area must 
be from the 100 year flood level 
to three feet above this level, at 
the 
discretion 
of the 
city 


engineer, in all future sub- 
divisions. 


As was the case the last time 


the city had to deal with flood- 
related matters, at its Nov. 5 
meeting, the only vacant seats 
were those on the city rostrum 
as Commissioners Bob Scott 
and H.R. Stroube, Jr., were 
absent and the meeting was 
seven minutes late in starting 
due to the late arrival of 
Commissioner P.O. Fullwood. 


Once under way, Butler was 


quick to tell the commission of 
the dislike of him and other 
builders with the proposal that 
would set the minimum floor 
elevation in flood prone areas at 
three feet above the 100 year 
flood level. The builders, he said 
would rather see minimum 
elevation set at the 100 year 
level which, he noted, would 
still be enough to secure flood 
insurance under the federal 
program. 


City Engineer Tom Longley, 


at whose request the 100 year 
level plus three feet was in- 
cluded in the ordinance, replied 
that the 100 year flood level 
itself is actually lower than the 
three feet above the 50 year 
flood level which he presently 
requires on new developments. 


Longley then remarked that 


as city engineer he must "look 
out for the public welfare" and 
that, after watching people 
stack 
their 
possessions 
on 


tables in anticipation of flood 
water entering their homes "I 
don't think this three feet is 
asking too much." 


Holmes then told the com- 


mission that compliance with 
the requirement could require 
as much as three feet of fill dirt 
in some lots, a condition which 
Butler said would cause in- 
creased 
flooding to houses 


already under constant threat 
of flooding. 


In refuting a claim by the 


builders that other cities are not 
so stringent, 
Longley cited 


Dallas where the minimum 
floor elevation in the flood plain 
is three feet above the 100 year 
level and where the yards are 
required to be two feet above 
this level. 


"I'm not asking to get the 


backyards out of the water," he 
noted, "I'm not asking to get the 
parking lots out of water. I'm 
asking to get the people out of 
the water." 


Two men caught somewhat in 


the crossfire Tuesday were 
Gerald Andrews and Dean 
Wiles of the Corps of Engineers 
who had come to the meeting to 
report their organization would 
be conducting a study of flood 
prone areas within existing 
Corsicana developments. 


Andrews concurred with the 


builders' contention that the 100 
year flood level would be suf- 
ficient to secure flood insurance 
for Corsicanans, but he added 
he would recommend "at least 
a foot over this." 


Walter Erwin warned the 


commissioners "If you con- 
demn the land" where the 
builders want to build it would 
"probably drive the builders out 
of 
town," 
sending 
them 


elsewhere. "In any city that's 
healthy, the building industry is 
a 
major 
industry," 
he 


remarked. 


In answer to a question from a 


recent lot buyer about whether 
he would have to build up his lot 
before 
building, 
Longley 


reassured him, as he was to do 
others 
throughout 
the 


discussion, that the ordinance 
will only 
affect 
new 
sub- 


divisions, not ones 
already 


Congress Overrides Gl Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress has overridden President 
Ford's veto of a 22.7 per cent 
increase in most GI education 
benefits, and veterans now in 
school should get some of their 
added money in about 15 days. 


The votes Tuesday were far 


above the two-thirds majority 
needed to enact the bill over 
Ford's objections — 394 to 10 in 
the House and 90 to 1 in the 
Senate. Assistant GOP Leader 
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Robert P. Griffin of Michigan 
cast the lone Senate vote to 
back Ford's veto. 


It was the fourth of Ford's 15 


vetoes overridden. The House 
failed Tuesday to override an- 
other Ford veto. The vote of 249 
to 150 in favor of override was 
17 votes short of the required 
two-thirds. The bill would have 
provided $130 million in tax 
benefits to victims of several 
natural disasters. 


The Veterans Administration 


has for months been keeping its 
computers geared to rush out 
the bigger checks for some 1.5 
million veterans receiving ben- 
efits under the education pro- 
gram. The higher payments are 
retroactive to September, and 
VA officials said the back in- 
creases are scheduled to be in 
checks the veterans should get 
in about 15 days. 


VA officials said the first 


regular monthly payment with 
the new increases would be in 
the January checks. 


At present, seven million 


Vietnam-era and four million 


post-Korea veterans are eb'gible 
for education benefits. 


The bill increases monthly 


payments 
for 
full-time 
in- 


stitutional training from $220 to 
$270 for a single veteran, from 
$261 to $321 for a veteran with 
one dependent, and from $298 
to $336 with two dependents. 
The rate for each dependent 
over two is raised from $18 to 
$22. 


The bill contains many other 


liberalizing features, including 
allowing reservists and Nation- 
al Guardsmen to count toward 
benefits their six months of ini- 
tial active duty for training, 
provided they later serve on ac- 
tive duty for 12 months or 
more. 


Ford said he had vetoed the 


GI education bill reluctantly be- 
cause it was inflationary. The 
bill's backers in the House and 
Senate disputed this, saying it 
was an investment in the future 
of veterans that would equip 
them better as citizens and 
keep them off the rising unem- 
ployment rolls.

president at First National 
Bank, told the commission that 
bank wanted to "go on record as 
being against the proposed 
ordinance." After examining 
information supplied by Butler 
and others, Harrison said the 
bank "feels the 100 year level is 
one we can live with." 


One option Longley says all 


builders have is to improve 
channels and thereby lower the 
100 year flood level, but the

Longley later answered the 


charge that building up new lots 
would only cause more damage 
to those already developed, 
saying such is not the case. He 
further noted that with a 100 
year flood plus three 
foot 


maximum 
level 
some 


developments might not need 
the full three feet. This flexible 
rule was later inserted into the 
ordinance making it read the 
city engineer could require 
flood plain construction from 
the 100 year level to three feet 
above as the situation requires.

Despite Objection, City 
Passes Hotel-Motel Tax

Corsicana 
City 
Com- 


missioners adopted the hotel- 
motel occupancy tax during its 
Tuesday night session, but, not 
before the 3 per cent tax on 
visitors who stay in Corsicana 
hotels 
was 
resoundingly 


criticized by August Wendorf: 
during a public hearing on the 
ordinance. 


Wendorf called the measure, 


endorsed by Corsicana hotel- 
motel operators and supported 
editorially 
by The Sun, a 


"discriminatory 
tax," 
and 


warned the commission that 
such discriminatory laws have 
yet to be approved by the Texas 
Supreme Court. 


On the matter of taxing 


visitors to Corsicana, Wendorf 
suggested to the commissioners 
"If we're going to tax visitors, 
why don't you just put someone 
at each entrance to town with a 
tin cup and charge people 50 
cents 
for 
coming 
through 


town?" 


Wendorf 
also 
chided 
the 


commissioners on the fact that 
the occupancy tax is designed to 
help the tourist trade (all of the 
tax money so gathered must be 
used solely to publicize the 
city). 


"If you want tourists in 


Corsicana," he said, "if you 
want revenue to fill these 
vacant buildings, put a rider on 
that bill to sell beer, wine and 
hard liquor and you'll get 
enough tax money." 


"People are coming to towns 


like 
Corsicana," 
Wendorf 


continued, to get away from 
such taxes and all that goes with 
them in the bigger cities. 


Saying the commission should 


"rise to the welfare of all the 
people" and not to special 
groups who appear periodically 
with such special 
requests, 


Wendorf noted "I can go out 
here and get people together 
and sign a petition about a 
number of things." 


Wendorf reiterated his claim 


that to "tie beer, wine and 
liquor in would bring people in," 
basing it on his contention that 
Corsicana money is keeping 
places 
like 
Alma, 
Angus, 


Malone and Mexia,solvent. 


In questioning City Attorney 


Glenn Stewart on the wording of 
the bill, Wendorf determined 
that besides hotel-motel oc- 
cupants staying for less than 30 
days, people who rent rooms on 
a weekly basis will also be 
subject to the tax. 


Speaking in favor of the tax, 


Farouk 
Qubty 
discounted 


Wendorf's proposal to put the 
matter to a full vote of the city, 
expressing his confidence in the 


commission. 


Qubty also noted that the tax 


is designed to "bring more 
people here" and it is "not 
costing the people of Corsicana 
one penny." 


Carl Norvell, manager of the 


Holiday Inn, concurred with 
this judgement saying 
that 


when Chamber of Commerce 
executive vice-president Rex 
Carpenter brought the proposal 
to him he openly worked for its 
approval among the town's 
other innkeepers. 


Norvell also noted that the 


occupancy tax, if it does bring 
more people to town through the 
publicity it finances, will "put a 
lot of money into the pockets of 
the people of Corsicana." 


Carpenter 
then 
told 
the 


commissioners that Corsicana 
is in competition with 55 other 
cities who receive money from 
this tax for the tourist business 
and re-locating industries. The 
tax money will help "tell people 
about the resources here." 


The 
commission, 
which 


consisted of a bare quorum of 
Mayor Mrs. Sue Youngblood, 
and 
Commissioners 
Jim 


Lightfoot and P.O. Fullwood, 
then passed the measure on 
Fullwood's motion which he 
prefaced by declaring the only 
objection he could see to the tax 
would come from the hostellers 
themselves since they would 
have to colelct it and that since 
they were for it so was he. 


Passed on the first reading 


Tuesday night, the hotel oc- 
cupancy tax becomes effective 
when passed on its second 
reading. At that time, according 
to Mrs. Youngblood, the city 
will consider a contract with the 
Chamber of Commerce for the 
assessment and collection of the 
tax.

said the march was made to 
express disfavor for the city 
council, which has ceased con- 
sideration of the striking San 
Antonio Transit System work- 
ers' wage proposals. 


"War 
begins when people 


stop talking," Munoz told the 
crowd. "You never stop talking 
during labor disputes." 


Former county commissioner 


Albert Pena said the marchers 
had a right to stage the demon- 
stration because "there is in- 
justice here." 


"It won't be long before these 


politicians will be running 
again," local AFL-CIO Council 
President Donnie Truss said. 
He put a "ridiculous" label on 
a suggestion by the San Antonio 
Manufacturers Association that 
striking drivers be replaced. 


"The only people who are go- 


ing to be replaced are them," 
Truss said of city council mem- 
bers. 


Posters carried by wives and 


children of the drivers included

Forget the handsome men 


with the pretty teeth and hair. 
Ignore the blonde heroine. 


For Sadler was Toby. 
The Toby character 
was 


created so early in theater his- 
tory that no one can pinpoint 
his birth. 


Toby was the country bump- 


kin with flaming red hair. 


His main role was to appear 


to fall for the tricks of the so- 
phisticated city fellows, and 
sometimes the siren-type city 
women. 


Then in the last act, he com- 


pletely destroyed the city sli- 
ckers with some trick of his 


own. 


Everyone in the 
audience 


knew what was coming. The 
expectancy only heightened the 


roars of laughter when Toby 
emerged victorious. 


Toby did not try to create an 


illusion of distant fantasy. He 
talked about as much to the au- 
dience as he did to the other 
characters. 


He would turn to the specta- 


tors, place his hand to his 
mouth so that the other actors 
couldn't hear, and in a sotto 
voce that could be heard clear 
out on the street declare that 
"I've got him now," or "Watch 
what comes next. He ain't so 
smart." 


Before the spectators realized 


it, they had a feeling they were 
sitting in the middle of the 


stage, taking part personally in 
the drama. That's good theater. 


Toby appeared in tragedieis, 


too. 
He was the comic relief. 


But his big roles were in the 
comedies. 


A tent show without a Toby 


was unthinkable. The audience 
would have mobbed the ticket 
booth and demanded their mon- 
ey back if their hero was miss- 


ing. 


It proves that cornball then 


like now was a valuable and sa- 
lable commodity. 


The Tech organizers of this 


project report that they are 
searching for Sadler's original 
scripts. 


We doubt if the exist. The 


plays were all standards with 
the personal touches of the 
principal added. Every actor in 
the country knew them. 


There were local references. 


If the show played in Seymour, 
as an example, there would be 
references to Goree, Bomarton, 
Red Springs or Fancher Switch. 
The city slickers would be from 
Wichita Falls unless they were 
super-slickers, in which case 
they might be from Fort Worth. 


For some reason, the particu- 


lar sub-culture in which we 
were reared held that motion 
pictures were sinful. We don't 
know why this attitude didn't 


encompass tent shows as well. 
Perhaps it was because Toby 
never could do a dishonest 
tiling- 


Glamor surrounded the whole 


affair, even when the actors 
came down the aisle between 
acts hawking Cracker jacks. 


Eventually resistance arose 


to all kinds of traveling enter- 
tainment, and license to per- 
form became harder to obtain. 


Some city leaders declared 


traveling shows "took money 
out of the town." 


They 
didn't consult their 


youngsters. The kids would 
have voted to a man or girl for 
Harley Sadler and his troupe.

Mexican Guerilla 
Has Quick Burial 


ATOYAC 
DE 
ALVAREZ, 


Mexico (AP) — Lucio Cabanas, 
Mexico's slain guerilla leader, 
was buried in a childsized 
grave marked only with a 
wooden cross in the local ceme- 
tery without ceremony appar- 
ently to stave off any Cabanas 
martyr cult, the government 
says. 


Cabanas was buried early 


Tuesday in the local cemetery, 
near the area where he oper- 
ated for almost eight years 
after becoming a rebel against 
the government, claiming he 
robbed from the rich to help 
the poor. 


But visitors to the cemetery 


said they could not find the 
grave. Newsmen said the se- 
cret place of burial might be an 
attempt to discourage any Ca- 
banas martyr cult. 


Reporters who visited the 


cemetery found the only fresh 
grave was a child-sized one 
marked by a weathered wooden 
cross. Nearby residents said 
they had seen no activity there 
since the reported death. 


But state of Guerrero Gov. 


Israel Nogueda Otero told a 
news conference here 
that 


there was no doubt that the 
slain man was Cabanas. "He 
was positively identified by 
members 
of his family, by 


friends, and by people who 
knew him before," the gover- 
nor said.

week today. 


Federal Mediator E.D. Kin- 


caid held a three hour meeting 
Tuesday with labor and man- 
agement officials. They are to 
meet again Friday. 


"There has been some prog- 


ress, but very slight," Kincaid 
said. "It's not anywhere near a 
settlement." 


Stanley H. Gates Jr., general 


manager of HouTran, said "all

again. We did not come to any 
resolution." 


M.D. 
Hendrix, president of 


Transport Workers Union, AFL- 
CIO, Local 260, said he did not 
think the meeting was wasted. 
"I think something might get 
moving," he said. 


Some 800 drivers of 376 city- 


owned buses went on strike 


Nov. 
5. 


The union has asked $1.25 per 


hour raises over two years. 
Drivers now start at $3.70 per 
hour and $4.45 an hour after 
two years. 


HouTran's offer to increase 


wages for experienced bus driv- 
ers from $4.45 an hour to $4.90 
an hour the first year and 35 
cents more an hour the second 
year has been rejected by the 
union. 


Meanwhile, Raymond Porter, 


officer manager of the I^bor 
Service and Rural Manpower 
Office said Tuesday there has 
been a 50 per cent decline in 
the number of domestic work- 
ers seeking jobs through the 
Texas Employment Commis- 
sion here. He attributed it 
directly to the bus strike. 


"The 
people who usually 


come to the TEC for domestic 
positions cannot get to the of- 
fice because they usually ride 
the bus," he said. "However, if 
they do get to the office they 
have no way to reach the job."

Spending 
means buying things; buying 
means making things; making 
things means producing raw 
materials; all of these factors 
result in labor. 


Some of these days now we 


are going to hear some really 
good news, and our economic 
confidence will return quicker 
than it left. Then we will start 
investing again some of those 
huge bank deposits reported 
recently, and we will be on our 
way again. Now if I had the 
money, I would go right down 
and buy me some new stocks, 
maybe sugar, that couldn't lose. 
That would sweeten the pot.

management personnel to con- 
tribute to candidates of their 
choice. However, a suicide note 
left by T. 0. Gravitt, Bell's top 
executive in Texas until he died 
Oct. 17, sketched a slush fund 
scheme that made $50 monthly 
available to executives for po- 
litical contributions, based on 
$1,000 annual raises. Gravitt's 
family has joined Ashley in the 
suit against Southwestern Bell. 


Gravitt left behind him copies 


of canceled contribution checks 
and two notes on the stationary 
of a Bell vice president and 
part-time lobbyist, Ward K. 
Wilkinson, 
which 
specified 


which amounts of money should 
go to which political candi- 
dates. 


The contributions involved in 


the city council race were 
made in 1973 to the Good Gov- 
ernment League, the traditional 
slate-maker for San Antonio 
city council candidates. That 
year, the league faced tough in- 
dependent opposition. 


Six canceled checks written 


by Ashley, former commercial 
manager for San Antonio, have 
surfaced. One check went to 
Krueger's race and another to 
the Good Government League. 


Ashley said his check to 


Krueger, whom he does not 
know personally, was sent at 
the direction of his superiors.

Kerens City Council delayed 
action Tuesday on an offer by 
R.H. Dalenberg of the Pitts- 
burge Tank and Tower Co. to 
renovate the city water tower at 
a base cost of $3,175. 


The city agreed to contact 


Dallenberg later if funds are 
available for the project, which 
would include painting 
the 


water tower inside and out and 
other servicing. Any additional 
repairs 
needed, 
such 
as 


welding, would add to the ex- 
pense, Dallenberg said. 


Dallenberg said the city is 


presently in violation of a 
federal requirement to have a 
fall prevention device on the 
water tower ladder. 


He said the water tower would 


be out of use for four days 
during the tune it is serviced if 
the job is approved. 


Acting on recommendations 


by the State Health Dept., the 
council voted to require anti- 
syphon devised to be installed 
on all water outlets connected to 
the main water line between the 
treatment plant and the city, 
including connections owned by 
Charles Sherill, Lewis Vernon 
and Julia Jones.

Sirica to Rule Thursday 
On Nixon's Testimony 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


assistant prosecutor at the Wa- 
tergate cover-up trial today 
cited 12 references in a March 
21,1973, White House conversa- 
tion to paying money to Water- 
gate burglars and then noted 
that only once did then-Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon say it 
would be wrong. 


And, 
said assistant prose- 


cutor Richard Ben-Veniste, it 
was clemency, not paying hush 
money, that Nixon said would 
be wrong. 


"I will readily concede there 


are a number of references to 
money and a million dollars ... 
there was considerable explor- 
ation in the area," said former 
White House chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman, one of the partici- 
pants in that conversation. 


The exchange took place on 


Haldeman's third day of cross- 
examination by Ben-Veniste. 


One of the charges against 


Haldeman is that he committed 
perjury when he told the Senate 
committee that Nixon had said 
it would be wrong to pay hush 
money to the original Water- 


gate defendants. 


Meanwhile, U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica announced 
he would rule Thursday on 
whether 
Nixon's 
testimony 


must be obtained before the 
trial can end. 


Former Nixon aide John D. 


Ehrlichman subpoenaed Nixon 
as a defense witness and has 
asked the judge for permission 
to take a deposition from the 
former president. 


Three court-appointed doctors 


who examined Nixon and his 
medical records last week re- 
ported that the earliest he 
could give a deposition would 
be Jan. 6. Sirica has said he 
expects the trial to be con- 
cluded before Christmas. 


The prosecution filed written 


arguments today opposing Eh- 
rlichman's motion. 


While all parties in the case 


waited for Sirica's ruling, the 
defendants continued present- 
ing their defenses against gov- 
ernment charges they con- 
spired to obstruct the investiga- 
tion of the Watergate break-in.

The hen lays great 
big 


speckled eggs twice as big as a 
chicken 
hen's. 
She 
just 


scratches some dry leaves to- 
gether for a nest to hatch them. 


And she is smart enough to 


hide her nest from the torn, 
which is the general name of 
her mate. He tries to smash the 
eggs. Don't know why. He prob- 
ably doesn't know, either. 


This hiding of the nest was

Americas. Spanish explorers 
carried some back in 1519 and 
they reached England in 1524. 


There have been some state- 


ments that they were called 
turkeys because they reached 
Turkey and spread from there. 


Webster's word book says it 


wasn't that way. Turkey ex- 
ported lots of Guinea fowls 
about that time and they were 
called turkeys. The first tur- 
keys brought to Europe looked 
a little like Guinea fowls and 
picked up the name because of 


resemblance. 


If you had been on the May- 


flower in 1620 when the Pil- 
grims were heading for Cape 
Cod Bay you would have heard 
a lot of gobble, gobble, gobbl- 
ing. 


For the Pilgrims brought a 


number of the birds from Eng- 
land to America where there 
already must have been several 
million.

Wheat crop value sets record 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ris- 


ing prices helped boost the val- 
ue of the 1974 wheat crop about 
$1 billion over last year's har- 
vest, although production was 
far less than the government 
had expected. 


The Agriculture Department 


said Tuesday that this year's 
crop value to farmers is a 
record of more than $7.7 billion, 
including an average 1974-75 
season market price of $4.32 
per bushel. 


Last year, when the average 


farm price of wheat was a 
record $3.96 per bushel, the 
crop was worth more than $6.7 
billion. Soaring prices since 
mid-1972 have been the main 
reason, along with larger pro- 


duction the past two years. 


Revised figures show the 1974 


wheat crop was slightly less 
than 1.8 billion bushels, up only 
13 million bushels from the pre- 
vious USDA estimate made two 
months ago. That put this 
year's harvest about 5 per cent 
above the previous record in 
1973. 


That was far less than the 


nearly 2.2 billion bushels of 
wheat the department had ex- 
pected last spring, based on 
plantings and normal yields. 
Poor weather in major parts of 
the breadbasket 
sliced that 


projected yield by about 400 
million bushels, which would 
have been roughly enough to 
double the U.S. wheat stockpile 


by next summer if it had ma- 
terialized. 


In Kansas, the leading wheat 


state, a poor gr> wing season 
reduced this year's harvest to 
319 million bushels from a 
record of nearly 385 million in 
1973 despite more acres plant- 
ed.

Given average weather, 1975 


corn

sharply from losses this year 
iiiilv.; 
by Lite planting and 


drought, James J. Naive, a 
grain expert, told the depart- 
ment's National Agriculture 
Outlook Conference. 


Next year's yield could range 


from 87 to 97 bushels per acre, 
compared to less than 73 per 
acre this year, Naive said. 


"This range could produce a 


record corn crop, and total feed 


grain production would bounce 
back 30 to 50 per cent above 
this year's 165 million tons," 
Naive said. "With these levels, 
grain prices would back off 
from the record highs we are 
experiencing now and are apt 
to continue experiencing for the 
next several months." 


Farmers soon will be decid- 


ing how much acreage to plant 
for 1975, Naive said in prepared 
remarks. 


A similar linkage between 


crop production and retail food 
prices was described earlier in 
the session by J. Dawson Ahalt, 
an 
Agriculture 
Department 


economist. 


Ahalt 
said 
supermarket 


prices through next June could 


continue to climb at the same 
rate they have this year. But in 
the last half of 1975, there could 
be significant leveling of prices 
if the weather cooperates, pro- 
duction increases and over-all 
economic activity slackens, he 
said. 


Poor 
weather 
this 
year 


chewed deeply into grain pro- 
duction, meaning soaring prices 
for corn and other ingredients 
needed to feed cattle, hogs and 
poultry. 


The result was lov/er supplies 


of some favorite food items and 
rising retail prices, government 
farm economists said. 


Milk production is an ex- 


ample. Dairy farmers, along 
with other animal feed users, 


have been hurt severely by ris- 
ing costs and have reacted by 
trimming cow herds. 


"Although up this fall, milk 


production may turn down this 
winter and through the first 
half of 1975 as dairy farmers 
reduce feeding 
of high-cost 


grain and concentrates," Rob- 
ert R. Miller, a department 
dairy expert said. 


"The cost-price squeeze fac- 


ing dairy farmers will probably 
be with us through early 1975," 
Miller said. 


George Hoffman, a depart- 


ment livestock economist, said 
larger sales of cattle which 
have been fed less grain will 
continue to keep beef supplies 
plentiful on retail counters.

There is much talk and no 
proof about what the weather 
may bring to fanners next 
year, but there is evidence that 
producers react to weather pos- 
sibilities as if they knew what 
was going to happen, one Agri- 
culture Department expert sug- 


"I certainly do not have a 


good view of what the weather 
will be like," John H. Berry, a 
specialist in the department's 
Economic Research 
Service, 


said Tuesday. "Recent history 
in the United States shows that 
we have not had devastating 
weather two years in a row, if 
that is any comfort." 


But Berry, addressing the 


National Agricultural Outlook 


Conference, added: "However, 
farmers have not always be- 
haved as though they believe 
this statement." 


After the 1970 corn blight 


which helped reduce the crop 
15 per cent, farmers cut back 
on fertilizer application the fol- 
lowing year, reducing nitrogen 
use from 112 pounds per acre to 
107 pounds, he said. Corn blight 
did not emerge as a major 
problem in 1971 despite farm- 
ers' caution. 


"This probably reflects a 


number of considerations, risk 
aversion being only one," Ber-

ry said. 


Drought and,other weather 


problems reduced corn and oth- 
er grain output sharply this 
year. Will that mean farmers 
will be cautious about applying 
expensive fertilizer for 1975 
production? 


"If the corn price is around 


$4 per bushel next spring and 
nitrogen price does not increase 
further, the per acre nitrogen 
demand is expected to be sub- 
stantially higher than was ap- 
plied this past planting sea- 
son," Berry said. 


"However, 
nitrogen prices 


that are about three times as 
high as they were in 1972 place 
much more risk on the farmer 
because he is not assured of $4 
corn." 


DALLAS (AP) - Distributors 


of dehydrated 
food say the 


housewife hurt by inflation can 
save up to 50 per cent using the 
dried variety. And there ap- 
pears some are buying ahead 
because of fears of food short- 
ages. 


Distributors boast that their 


products taste better, have 
more nutrition and will remain 
in good condition 25 years. 


"Now that people are realiz- 


ing the economics of the food 
situation, they're starting to 
store up food and dehydrated 
food is ideal for this," said Bill 
Clark, district manager 
in 


Houston of Southwestern Food 
and Supply Co. in an interview. 


Unopened, the foods can last 


from 20 to 25 years, he said. 
After opening, the foods have a 
shelf life of 12 to 15 months. 


"We have just about anything 


you could find in a normal 
store," Clark said, rattling off 
a list that included fruits, vege- 
tables, meats, and textured 
vegetable? protein meat substi- 
tutes. 


"You just add hot water and 


the foods reconstitute to their 
original shape," he said. 


Clark estimates that a family 


of four can eat for one year for 
$1,200 to $1,500 using dehy- 
drated foods. 


"We figure a family spends 


75 cents per 
person 
each 


meal," he said. "We've cut that 
down to 35 cents." 


The Ready Reserve Co., a 


Dallas distributor, noting that 
many sales are in "units," said 
sales of such units have sharply 
increased. 


A "unit" costs $339 to $455. It 


feeds one person three com- 
plete 
meals 
daily 
for 
15 


months. 


Each unit contains 13 cases, 


each with six one-gallon cans. 


Mrs. 
Lorna 
Shipman, a 


Ready Reserve employe, esti- 
mates a gallon can provides 
more than 100 servings. 


The unit weighs about 300 


pounds and Clark says it could 
fit under a single bed. He said 
the equivalent in fresh food 
weighs about 3,800 pounds. 


Most of the unit buyers are 


middle-aged, Clark said. Per- 
sons who have little reserve 
cash do their regular shopping 
in small amounts as in a gro- 
cery. 


Truman Gray, president of 


Basic Needs, Inc., which owns 
Southwestern Food and Supply, 
said sale of dehydrated food is 
two to three times greater than 
last year. 


"We have quite a few doctors 


and lawyers who come in and 
plop down $2,000 and walk off 
with a food supply for a year 
for their families," Gray said. 


Gray said some persons buy 


out of fear of short supplies. 


Yet Gray said he doesn't feel 


hoarding is the right word. 


"It doesn't take a mathemati- 


cian to see the interest on sav- 
ings accounts is being de- 
stroyed by inflation, so why not 
invest in food and get a 25 or 30 
per cent return." 


Gray estimated about five 


per cent of the U.S. population 
are dehydrated food consumers 
this year compared with two 
per cent a year ago. 


Clark said that because dehy- 


drated food is not cooked be- 
fore processing, it has a fresher 
taste and loses only five per 
cent of the nutrition. He said 
wet-packed canned goods lose 
50 to 75 per cent of their nutri- 
tion. 


Mrs. Shipman said the taste 


is "fantastic and better than 
fresh foods."

RICE-The Rice City Council 


recently hired Jack Bartlett, a 
certified public accountant, to 
perform an audit of the city's 
1974 financial records. Con- 
tacted by the Daily Sun Friday, 
Rice Mayor Ron Cavender 
revealed that few 
of 
the 


suggestions in last year's audit 
made by the accounting firm 
Wilcox, Patillo, Brown and Hill 
are being followed. 


Cavender said the city has 


started following the recom- 
mendation 
of 
making 
all 


disbursements by check and 
none by debit memos from the 
Rice First State Bank, of which 
the mayor is president. 


Asked if any excess cash of 


the city was invested in a 
certificate of deposit or savings 
account to generate revenue, as 
suggested by the accounting 
firm, Cavender explained that 
the city had not expected to 
have any excess cash when last 
year's budget was prepared. As 
it turned out, there was some 
excess money, he added. 


Cavender said receipts and 


disbursements are not being 
kept in a book as recommended. 
He said the city has "maybe two 
or three" disbursements and 
receipts per month. 


Asked if checks issued by the 


city as payment are coun- 
tersigned by two councilmen as 
recommended in the audit, 
Cavender said, "Not yet. We've 
discussed it." Cavender stated 
at a June council meeting that 
countersigning the checks is 
"not expedient," because of ti>* 
difficulty 
in 
locating 
two 


councilmen each time a pur- 
chase needs to be made by the 
city. 


Concerning 
the 
audit 


suggestion that a delinquent tax 
roll be set up on Dec. 31 of each 
year on all unpaid taxes of the 
prior year, Cavender indicated 
he feels the council will take this 
action. 


Stating that he would like to 


define an audit, Cavender said, 
"An audit primarily tells you 
what your financial condition is. 
If they find fault, they expose 
it."
